In  this  district  there  has  been  the  following  schools.  Spring, 
two  schools.  Grammar  taught  by  E.  C.  Frost,  Primary,  by  Miss 
Alice  Dunbar.  Length  of  term  ten  weeks. 

Fall  term  three  schools,  High  taught  by  E.  IT.  Mitchell  in  Town 
House;  Grammar,,  by  E.  C.  Frost;  Primary,  by  Miss  Dunbar; 
length  of  terms  twelve  weeks.  Winter  term,  three  schools;  High 
taught  by  M.  W.  Town;  Grammar,  by  E.  0.  Frost;  Primary,  by 
Miss  Dunbar;  length  of  schools  ten  weeks.  There  are  now  three 
schools  in  session  in  this  district.  High,  taught  by  E.  C.  Frost; 
Grammar,  by  Miss  Dunbar;  Primary,  by  Miss  Maria  Shaw. 

The  Schools  have  all  been  successful;-  the  scholars  have  made 
marked  improvement;  the  teachers  are  all  well  qualified,  and 
adapted  to  the  profession  of  teaching.  Scholars  have  taken  a 
lively  interest  in  their  studies  and  the  results  are  such  as  are  to 
be  expected. 


DISTRICT    NO.  ± 

The  Grammar  School  for  the  summer  and  fall  terms  was  taught 
by  Mr.  Frank  Wilson.  The  scholars  loved  him  nod  we  hear  of 
no  complaint  by  the  parents. 

The  Primary  School  was  taught  by  Miss  Luthera  J.  Staples  fcr 
the  three  terms.  There  was  a  complaint  made  to  the  committee 
during  the  winter  term;  but  they  fully  sustained  the  teacher. 

The  Grammar  School  for  the  winter  term  was  taught  by  Fred 
W.  Shattuck  and  gave  good  satisfaction. 
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DISTRICT   NO.  3. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  district  taught  by  Miss  Eliza 
Burke.  Miss  Burke  is  one  of  our  best  teachers  and  has  never 
failed  to  keep  a  good  school.  We  wrould  advise  agents  to  employ 
her  to  teach  in  this  town. 

DISTRICT    NO.  4. 

There  have  been  two  terms  of  school  in  this  district  taught  by 
Miss  Maria  Shaw.  The  schools  gave  good  satisfaction  and  the 
scholars  made  commendable  progress;  length  of  both  terms  six- 
teen weeks. 


DISTRICT    NO.  o. 

Two  terms  in  this  district  taught  by  Miss  Annie  E.  Waterhouse; 
spring  term  eight  weeks;  fall  term  eleven  weeks.  Miss  Water- 
house  has  taught  in  this  district  a  number  of  terms  before,  to  the 

satisfaction  of  the  district.    The  school  showed  good  improvement. 


DISTRICT    NO.  6. 

Spring  term  taught  by  Miss  Evelyn  M.  Kimball.  Attendance 
was  good;  scholars  made  good  improvement.  Miss  Kimball  is  a 
first  rate  teacher  and  has  had  grand  success  wherever  she  has 
taught. 
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DISTRICT   NO.  7. 


Spring  term  taught  by  James  C.  Lord.  There  was  some 
trouble  in  this  district;  the  committee  investigated  the  matter 
and  could  see  no  reason  why  the  school  should  not  continue  and 
so  ordered.  The  teacher  was  well  qualified  to  teach  and  govern 
the  school.    What  scholars  attended  made  good  improvement. 


DISTRICT   NO.  8. 


There  were  two  terms  in  this  district  taught  by  Miss  Mary  W. 
Wheelright.  There  were  scholars  who  did  not  attend  school  on 
account  of  a  trouble  Miss  W.  had  while  teaching  a  previous  term? 
but  those  that  went  improved  finely  and  we  hear  of  no  complaint 
from  them. 


DISTRICT    NO.  9. 


Two  terms  in  this  district  taught  by  Lydia  F.  Shaw.  Spring 
term  of  nine  weeks.  Fall  term  of  ten  weeks.  Both  were  good 
schools;  scholars  made  good  improvement;  we  were  sorry  to  see 
an  attendance  of  only  two-thirds  of  the  scholars  in  the  district 
and  that  very  irregularly.

DISTRICT    NO.  10. 

Two  terms  in  this  district;  summer  term  of  eight  weeks,  taugbt 
by  Miss  Emma  L.  Perkins;  school  was  satisfactory.  "Winter 
term  of  ten  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Evelyn  M.  Kimball.  Miss 
Kimball  is  a  good  teacher;  her  scholars  were  interested  in  their 
studies  and  made  marked  improvement. 


DISTRICT    NO.  11. 


There  has  been  but  one  term  of  school  in  this  district,  taught 
by  Miss  Sarah  A.  Horn.  Only  five  scholars  attended.  The  re- 
port shows  that  the  attendance  was  good;  the  school  made  good 
improvement;  length  of  term  15  weeks.  We  think  it  would  be 
better  to  have  two  terms-  The  scholars  get  tired  and  the  school  is 
liable  to  drag  in  such  long  terms. 


DISTRICT    NO.  13. 


There  were  two  terms  in  this  district  taught  by  Miss  Ella 
Greenlief ;  she  gave  good  satisfaction  to  parents  and  committee. 
A  school  half  as  long  regularly  attended  would  be  worth  more  to 
the  scholars  that  the  one  they  had,  and  we  do  not  feel  like  taking 
18  per  cent  from  one  dirtrict  to  give  to  another  that  does  not 
have  a  better  average  than  No.  13, 
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DISTRICT    NO.  16. 

This  district  had  tw©  terms  taught  by  Miss  C.  A.  Mathews. 
There  was  some  dissatisfaction  as  to  some  things  permitted  in  the 
school-room  out  of  school  hours,  but  no  complaint  was  made  to 
the  committee;  the  school  appeared  well  and  the  scholars  made 
good  improvement;  we  call  it  a  good  school. 


DISTRICT    NO.  17. 

There  have  been  three  terms  oi  school  in  this  district;  spring 
and  fall  terms  were  kept  by  Miss  D.  Bell  flobbs;  the  schools  were 
well  attended  and  gave  good  satisfaction  to  parents  and  your 
committee.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Nell  E,  Hamlin. 
Miss  Hamlin  is  a  first  class  teacher  and  under  her  instruction  the 
school  made  marked  progress. 

Your  committee  congratulate  you  on  the  general  good  success 
of  the  schools  in  town  the  past  year.  We  are  convinced  that  in 
most  districts  the  school  money  has  been  judiciously  expended  and 
the  scholars  received  corresponding  benefit.  In  some  districts 
there  has  been  trouble;  in  one  district  a  disagreement  among  the 
inhabitants  as  to  who  should  keep  the  schools;  the  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  your  committee  and  we  advised  them  all  to  lay  aside 
past  differences  and  all  unite  in  trying  to  make  the  schools  a  suc- 
cess. In  another  district  a  misunderstanding  arose  between  the 
teacher  and  a  part  of  the  scholars  and  their  parents.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  your  committee  and  we  visited  the  school  and  in- 
vestigated the  matter  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
no  just  cause  of  complaint  against  the  teacher  and  directed  him  to 
continue  his  school.    What  scholars  attended  made  excellent  im- 


provement;  if  parents  were  more  careful  about  giving  credence  to  all 
stories  and  imaginable  grievances  which  their  children  bring  to  them 
there  would  be  less  trouble  A  person  who  has  the  necesspry  qual- 
ifications to  teach  ought  to  be  possessed  of  ability  to  know  better 
what  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  and  of  particular  scholars  in 
the  school  than  parents  who  never  visit  the  school  and  get  all  they 
know  in  relation  to  the  school  from  hearsay ;  parents  ought  to  be 
very  careful  how  they  condemn  a  teacher  on  such  evidence  for 
it  only  takes  a  word  of  encouragement  from  a  parent  to  a  scholar 
to  set  him  against  the  teacher  and  before  they  know  it  tho  school 
is  injured  materially  or  made  utterly  worthless.  We  found  on  in- 
vestigation that  the  evils  complained  of  in  dirstrict  No.  2  were 
groundless.  When  parents  send  their  children  to  school,  they 
ought  to  do  it  with  the  expectation  that  they  will  make  improve- 
ment, and  in  order  to  have  them  make  improvement  it  is  neces- 
sary to  have  order,  and  yve  know  of  no  way  to  have  order  except 
the  teacher  enforces  order,  and  when  scholars  disobey  the  rules 
ot  the  teacher  parents  must  expect  that  they  will  be  punished. 
There  are  many  scholars  who,  if  it  was  not  for  the  dread  of  pun- 
ishment would^never  get  a  lesson  and  it  would  be  impossible 
for  others  to  ia  the  school,  so  you  see,  take  away  the  right  of 
punishment  in  school,  there  are  but  few  schools  which  would 
amount  to  anything.  We  find  that  district  No.  1  is  deficient  in 
school  room;  the  district  has  to  keep  one  school  in  some  room 
which  is  not  adapted  to  school  purposes  and  consequently  there 
is  money  expended  which  does  not  bring  the  return  it  ought;  we 
should  think  it  the  best  interest  ©f  the  district  to  provide  more 
school  room. 

In  looking  over  the  registers  returned  to  us  we  are  sorry  to  see 
the  large  amount  of  absent  and  tardy  marks;  this  does  not  speak 
well  either  for  parents  or  scholars;  to  make  schooling  profitable 
it  wants  to  be  made  a  business,  attended  to  as  any  other  success- 
ful business  is  attended  to;  every  half  day  and  each  minute  of 


each  half  school  day.  Who  ever  saw  a  poor  scholar  who  was 
punctual  to  school?  while  we  all  know  good  scholars  are  rare  who 
are  not  punctual.  Now  who  is  to  blame  for  this?  is  it  the  scholar 
or  his  parents?  There  are  but  a  few  if  any  parents  in  this  town 
who  have  children  attending  school  who  have  not  control  enough 
over  them  to  cause  them  to  attend  school  every  day  aud  be  there 
in  season  and  why  do  they  not  do  it?  it  is  because  they  do  not 
stop  to  consider  the  disadvantage  they  are  imposing  upon  their 
children  by  letting  them  have  their  own  way,  or  by  keeping  them 
from  school  every  time  ihey  imagine  they  need  their  assistance. 
This  is  not  as  it  should  be;  most  children  are  only  too  willing  to 
stay  away  from  school;  they  seek  every  opportunity  and  excuse 
that  they  can  for  that  purpose  and  we  are  sorry  to  believe  that 
many  parents  do  not  seem  to  care  much  whether  they  go  regularly 
or  not;  only  haying  the  name  of  sending  their  children  to  school, 
is  all  they  seem  to  want.  We  also  find  by  the  reports  of  the 
teachers  that  very  few  of  parents  of  children  ever  visit  the  school 
in  their  districts  and  never  know  how  the  schools  are  getting 
along.  This  is  wrong;  parents  ought  to  visit  the  schools  in  their 
respective  districts;  it  has  a  potent  influence  for  good  upon  the 
children  and  strengthens  the  hands  of  the  teacher.  We  would 
impress  this  upon  all  parents  and  all  other  persons  who  have  an 
interest  in  the  education  of  our  youth.  Our  common  schools  cost 
us  a  large  sum  of  money,  and  we  all  ought  to  take  that  interest  in 
them  which  would  be  promotive  of  good  results.

The  amount  paid  C.  H.  Cram — $18 — was  for  work 
done  in  1878,  and  reported  due  by  the  Selectmen,  in 
their  report  Feb.  23,  1879. 

The  town  raised  last  spring,  for  the  repairs  of  roads 
and  bridges,  the  sum  of  $2000.  We  have  exceeded 
the  amount  raised,  $257.79.  There  was  expended  in 
the  summer  of  1878,  but  $1569.27  on  roads  and 
bridges  ;   the  consequence  was  we  have  had  to  build 
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the  Willard  bridge  over,  at  a  cost  of  $135.50  ;  one  of 
the  Springvale  bridges  at  a  cost  of  $100  ;  one  half  of 
the  hay  brook  bridge  near  Alden  Kimball's,  at  a  cost 
of  $52.25,  and  the  branch  brook  bridge  at  a  cost  of 
$19.36,  besides  making  extensive  repairs  in  other 
bridges  in  town.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  makes  the 
following  Eeport . 

DISTRICT  No.  1. 

There  were  two  schools  in  this  District  in  the 
Spring,  taught  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Frost  and  Miss  Carrie  E. 
Tebbetts.  The  teachers  had  a  heart  in  their  work, 
and  the  schools  were  a  success  ;  two  better  schools 
we  do  not  often  have  the  pleasure  of  examining.  The 
attendance  was  good.  In  Mr.  Frost's  school,  whole 
number  in  attendance,  61 ;  average  attendance,  52. 
Miss  Tebbetts'  school,  whole  number  in  attendance, 
64  ;  average  attendance,  56.  There  were  three  schools 
both  in  fall  and  winter,  taught  by  T.  T.  Young,  Miss 
Tebbetts  and  Miss  Alice  Dunbar.  These  schools  gave 
good  satisfaction  ;  many  of  the  scholars  made  com- 
mendable progress  in  their  studies. 


DISTRICT  No.  2. 

In  this  District  there  has  been  three  terms — Spring, 
Fall  and  Winter.    The  Primary,  for  three  terms,  was 
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taught  by  Maria  L.  Witham,  and  gave  good  satisfac- 
tion. 

The  Grammar  department  for  the  Spring  term  was 
taught  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Mitchell,  and  gave  good  satis- 
faction. The  Fall  term  in  this  department  was  taught 
by  Miss  Ellen  M.  Emery,  who  is  an  able  teacher.  The 
scholars  advanced  creditably  in  their  studies.  The 
Winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Samuel  J.  Nowell  ; 
the  school  has  not  finished  and  has  not  been  exam- 
ined as  yet  by  the  Committee  since  the  first  of  the 
term. 


DISTRICT  No.  3. 

There  were  two  terms  of  school  in  this  District, 
taught  by  Miss  Eliza  Burke,  and  like  all  schools  she 
has  taught  in* this  town,  it  was  without  fault, — and 
this  District,  we  think,  cannot  do  better  than  continue 
to  employ  her. 


DISTRICT  No.  4. 

Two  terms  in  this  District.  Spring  term  was  taught 
by  Miss  Mara  Pratt.  Although  it  was  her  first  school, 
she  showed  what  training  in  a  Normal  School  will  do 
for  a  teacher.  It  was  a  first-class  school,  and  the 
scholars  made  wonderful  progress. 
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Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Maria  Shaw.  Miss 
Shaw  keeps  a  good  school ;  scholars  made  commenda- 
ble progress. 


DISTRICT  No.  5. 

Two  terms  in  this  District,  both  taught  by  Miss 
Oarrie  A.  Shaw.  These  were  Miss  Shaw's  first  school  s 
and  she  succeeded  well — the  scholars  made  good  im- 
provement. 


DISTRICT  No.  6. 

Two  terms  in  this  District,  both  taught  by  Miss 
Addie  C.  Stevens.  Miss  Stevens  is  a  good  teacher, 
and  the  scholars  made  good  progress  in  their  studies. 


DISTRICT  No.  7. 

Two  terms  in  this  District.  Summer  term  taught 
by  Miss  Emma  M.  Hill.  The  school  gave  good  satis- 
faction. Scholars  took  an  interest  in  their,  studies  and 
made  good  improvement. 

Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  F.  T.  Hill,  and  gave 
good  satisfaction  to  both  scholars  and  parents. 
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DISTRICT  No.  8. 

Two  terms  in  this  District,  taught  by  Lucy  A.  Burke. 
Miss  Burke  is  one  of  our  best  teachers,  and  the  schol- 
ars made  very  marked  improvement- 


DISTRICT  No.  9. 

Two  terms  in  this  District,  both  terms  taught  by 
Miss  Annie  E.  Jones.  Miss  Jones  gave  good  satisfac- 
tion, and  both  were  good  schools. 


DISTRICT  No.  10. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  District.  Fall  term 
was  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  Lord.  She  kept  a  good 
school,  and  scholars  made  good  improvement. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Albert  M.  Mann. 
This  was  Mr.  Mann's  first  school,  and  it  was  a  good 
one.  His  order  was  good,  and  scholars  made  good 
improvement. 


DISTRICT  No.  11. 

Two  terms  in  this  District,  taught  by  Miss  M.  Ad  die 
Nute.    This  is  a  very  small  school — only  six  scholars 
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in  attendance  at  each  term.  Miss  Nute  kept  a  good 
school.  Some  of  the  scholars  made  extraordinary  im- 
provement. 


DISTRICT  No.  13. 

The  Spring  term  in  this  District  was  taught  by 
Miss  Delia  Littieneld,  and  was  a  failure.  No  order, 
no  improvement. 

The  Fall  term  was  taught  by  William  A.  Kussell. 
The  school  appeared  well  when  visited  at  the  first  of 
the  term,  but  the  Committee  was  not  notified  when  it 
closed,  and  it  was  visited  but  once  We  hear  of  no 
complaint. 


DISTRICT  No.  16. 

Two  terms  were  taught  in  this  District.  The  Spring 
term  by  Miss  L.  J.  Stapless.  We  know  Miss  Staples 
to  be  a  good  teacher  ;  and  from  what  we  can  learn, 
the  school  was  satisfactory.  The  school  was  not  vis- 
ited at  the  close. 

The  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Huntress,  of 
Shapleigh.  The  school  appeared  well  and  made  good 
improvement. 
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DISTRICT  No.  17. 

There  were  three  terms  of  school  in  this  District. 
Spring  and  Fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Seddie  A. 
B-  Eoberts.  These  were  Miss  Roberts'  first  schools, 
and  she  did  quite  well.  Scholars  made  fair  improve- 
ment. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Nelle  E.  Hamlin. 
Miss  Hamlin  is  an  experienced  teacher.  The  school 
was  a  success. 


The  schools  as  a  whole  have  been  a  success.  The 
scholars  have  made  very  good  improvement.  The  at- 
tendance has  been  good,  and  the  average  attendance 
greater  than  in  years  past ;  which  shows  that  parents 
and  scholars  both  appreciate  the  advantages  offered 
by  the  Common  School  System.  While  we  can  thus 
speak  of  the  whole  number  of  schools  in  town,  still  it 
is  a  fact  that  there  has  not  been  that  interest  in  a  few 
of  the  schools  which  there  ought  to  have  been.  The 
teachers  have  all  been  competent  as  far  as  book  quali- 
fication goes,  but  there  has  been  a  lack  of  ability  to 
command  that  order  which  is  indispensable  to  a  good 
school.  We  find  most  teachers  adverse  to  corporeal 
punishment ;  we  do  not  believe  in  it,  when  it  can  with 
safety  be  dispensed  with — but  it  is  necessary  to  have 
order ;  without  it,  schools  are  a  failure  ;  with  it,  they 
are  generally  a  success.  If  scholars  will  not  obey  the 
rules,  there  is  but  two  ways  to  proceed;  one  is  to' call 
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in  the  Committee  and  expel  them,  the  other  is  to  in- 
flict such  punishment  upon  them  as  will  be  necessary 
to  bring  them  within  the  rules.  We  think  it  is  better 
for  the  schools  and  scholars  to  have  such  punishment 
inflicted  as  will  preserve  order.  If  a  scholar  persists 
in  disobedience,  then  he  should  be  expelled. 

We  have  found  that  in  some  Districts,  many  of  the 
larger  boys  have  been  in  the  habit  of  staying  away 
from  school,  whenever  they  take  a  notion  so  to  do. 
This  is  wrong.  Parents  should  see  to  it  that  their 
children  attend  regularly,  and  it  is  a  part  of  the  duty 
of  teachers  to  know  why  scholars  are  not  at  school. 
This  practice  of  staying  out  is  very  demoralizing  to 
the  school,  and  we  have  made  it  a  specialty  to  impress 
it  upon  the  minds  of  teachers,  and  their  duty  to  in- 
vestigate and  know  why  scholars  were  not  at  school. 
Dr.  Bird,  one  of  your  Committee,  was  away  from  town 
most  of  the  time  up  to  the  time  he  finally  removed 
from  town,  so  the  whole  duty  devolved  upon  the  re- 
maining two  members  of  the  Committee. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  bring  the  schools  in  town  up 
to  that  point  where  the  greatest  good  could  be  obtained 
for  the  money  expended.  We  think  there  has  been  a 
great  improvement  in  the  schools  within  the  last  ten 
years  ;  and  if  the  parents  in  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts would  take  that  interest  in  the  expenditure  of 
their  school  money  as  they  take  in  their  private  af- 
fairs, or  in  ordinary  town  affairs,  there  would  still  be 
greater  improvement. 

In  District  No.  1,  there  have  been  eight  terms  of 
school  within  the  year,  and  youi  Committee  are  not 
aware  that  any  of  the  parents  have  visited  the  schools. 
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This  ought  not  to  be  so.  Parents  can  have  a  great 
influence  on  their  children  by  visiting  the  schools,  and 
seeing  for  themselves  what  their  children  are  doing. 
And  we  would  impress  this  matter  upon  the  attention 
of  all  who  have  children  attending  school.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

Supervisor  of  Schools. 


SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT. 


The  Supervisor  of  Schools  in  Sanford  for  the  past  year, 
makes  the  following  report : 

DISTRICT    NO.  1. 

There  have  been  three  grades  in  this  district,  and  three  terms 
in  each  grade  the  past  year.  Primary,  Intermediate  and  Gram- 
mar Schools.  The  three  terms  were  thirty-four  vweks.  The 
Primary  were  all  taught  by  Maria  H.  Shaw  of  Sanford,  who  gave 
good  satisfaction.  The  Intermediate  in  the  summer  was  taught 
%f  Nellie  Cummings  of  Sanford.  She  was  a  very  energetic 
teacher,  and  kept  good  order.  The  scholars  made  good  prog- 
ress in  their  studies.  The  Intermediate  School  in  the  fall  and 
winter  terms  was  taught  by  Alice  Dunbar  of  Alfred.  She  is  a 
good  teacher,  but  had  some  boys  in  the  winter  term  that  she 
could  not  manage  which  was  an  injury  to  her  school.  She  also 
taught  the  Grammar  School  in  the  summer.  Her  lack  in  school 
is  want  of  discipline.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  in  the  Gram- 
mar or  High  School  was  taught  by  Charles  A.  Black  of  Paris, 
County  of  Oxford.  Mr.  Black  is  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  Col- 
lege, an  excellent  scholar,  and  a  fine  teacher.  His  discipline  in 
the  school  room  is  of  a  high  order.  His  school  was  quiet,  and 
his  scholars  took  a  deep  interest  in  their  studies,  and  made  a 
fine  improvement. 
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DISTRICT    NO.  2. 

This  school  has  two  grades.  The  smaller  scholars  in  one 
school,  and  the  larger  in  the  other.  There  has  been  three  terms, 
summer,  fall  and  winter,  the  whole  amounting  to  nearly  thirty 
weeks.  The  Primary  was  taught  by  Ellen  M.  Emery  of  San- 
ford. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  summer  and  fall  terms  was  taught 
by  Maria  L.  Witham  of  Sanford.  They  are  both  experienced 
teachers,  have  taught  a  great  deal  in  this  district  and  other  dis- 
tricts in  town  and  in  other  towns.  They  always  give  good  sat- 
isfaction wherever  they  teach.  They  are  faithful  and  energet- 
ic in  the  school  room,  and  their  pupils  improve  under  their  in- 
struction, 

The  winter  term  of  the  Grammar  or  higher  grade  was  taught 
by  Samuel  J.  Nowell  of  Sanford.  There  was  some  complaint 
made  to  the  Supervisor  before  the  school  commenced  against 
Mr.  NoweJJ  as  a  teacher  in  regard  to  his  lack  of  order  and  en- 
ergy in  the  school  the  winter  before.  Mr.  Nowell  went  through 
with  his  school  of  twelve  weeks  without  any  complaint  made  to 
the  Supervisor.  From  the  visits  made  to  the  school,  and  an 
examination  near  its  close,  his  school  appeared  well,  and  his 
scholars  took  an  interest  in  their  studies,  and  his  school  was  a 
success.  His  order  was  very  fair,  as  good  as  could  be  expect- 
ed from  a  large  school, 

DISTRICT    NO.  3. 

There  have  been  two  terms  in  this  district  amounting  t  o 
twenty-six  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Eliza  Burke  of  Lyman.  Miss 
Burke  has  taught  in  the  district  before,  and  several  other 
schools  in  town.  She  is  a  good  disciplinarian  and  always  does 
good  work  in  the  school  room.  In  this  school  she  fully  main- 
tained her  former  reputation  as  an  excellent  teacher,  The 
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scholars  all  made  rapid  improvement.  This  school  or  any  other 
will  not  suffer  when  they  have  her  for  a  teacher. 

DISTRICT    NO.  4. 

In  this  district  there  were  two  terms  of  twenty-four  weeks  in 
all,  taught  by  Ella  M.  Morrison  of  Shapleigh.  This  was  her  first 
attempt  at  teaching.  Her  school  was  small,  and  the  scholars 
that  attended  seemed  to  lack  in  interest  in  their  studies. 

DISTRICT    NO.  5. 

Miss  Lydia  F.  Shaw  of  S  a  n  f  o  r  d,  taught  two  terms  in  this 
district,  amounting  to  twenty-live  weeks.  The  S  u  p  e  r  vis  o  r 
heard  no  complaint,  but  heard  the  teacher  complimented  as  a 
faithful  teacher.  The  school  appeared  well,  and  the  scholars 
interested  in  their  studies,  and  improved  finely. 

DISTRICT    NO.  6. 

The  summer  term  in  this  district  was  taught  by  H  e  1 1  e  n  E. 
Mitchell  of  Kennebnnk,  eight  weeks.  There  was  some  com- 
plaint made  to  the  Supervisor,  but  on  investigation  he  found  no 
substantial  cause  for  the  complaint.  Most  all  of  the  parents 
were  well  satisfied  with  her  as  a  teacher,  and  she  kept  the  school 
the  number  of  weeks  she  was  engaged.  She  wras  well  qualified 
and  appeared  to  take  an  interest  in  her  school.  The  fall  term 
was  commenced  by  Kate  L.  Allen  of  Kennebnnk.  It  was  her 
first  school,  but  she  was  well  qualified,  and  appeared  to  delight 
in  teaching.  Her  health  failed,  and  she  had  to  leave  the  school 
at  the  end  of  four  and  a  half  weeks  to  the  great  regret  of  the 
parents  and  scholars. 

Carrie  A.  Shaw  of  Sanford,  continued  the  school  nine  weeks 
with  success. 
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DISTRICT    NO.  7. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Nellie  MitcheJl  of  Kenne- 
bunk,  five  and  a  half  weeks.  The  fall  term  of  teft  weeks  was 
taught  by  Augusta  Storer  of  Wells.  Both  teachers  gave  good 
satisfaction. 

The  Selectmen  and  Supervisor  in  distributing  the  s  ch  ool 
money  gave  to  this  district  some  over  thirty  dollars  more  than 
its  equal  portion,  and  that  amount  or  about  that  has  been  un- 
expended. The  law  provides  that  the  money  of  each  year  shall 
be  expended  during  the  year,  as  far  as  practical. 

DISTRICT    NO.  8. 

Lucy  A'.  Burke  of  Lyman,  taught  both  summer  and  fall  terms 
in  this  district  amounting  to  twenty-one  and  a  half  weeks.  She 
is  a  good  teacher,  and  did  good  and  faithful  work  as  a  teacher 
in  this  school.  She  has  good  order  in  school,  and  her  scholars 
made  fine  improvement. 

DISTRICT  NO. 

The  summer  term  of  eight  weeks  was  taught  by  L  i  1 1  i  e  A. 
Roberts  of  Shapleigh. 

She  was  young  and  inexperienced  in  teaching.  Her  educa- 
tion was  good,  but  she  will  require  some  more  experience  be- 
fore she  will  be  a  successful  teacher. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Belle  C*  Fox  of  Acton,  thirteen 
weeks.  She  kept  a  good  school  and  gave  excellent  satisfac- 
tion. 

DISTRICT    NO.  10. 


I  Initio  F.  Lord  of  Lebanon,  taught  the  first  term  in  t  his  dis- 


trict  of  six  weeks.  She  gave  good  satisfaction,  and  is  a  fail* 
teacher.  She  commenced  the  next  term  and  kept  a  few  weeks 
and  had  to  leave  on  account  of  sickness  of  her  father,  and  Ru- 
fns  Monlton  of  Sanford.  finished  the  term  of  eleven  w  e  e  k  s. 
This  was  his  first  experience  at  teaching-,  but  he  took  hold  like 
an  old  hand  at  the  business,  and  gave  good  satisfaction.  He 
lias  the  qualities  for  making  a  good  teacher. 

DISTRICT    NO.  11. 

There  was  only  one  term  in  this  district,  of  thirteen  and  one 
half  weeks,  taught  by  Addie  M.  Goodwin  of  Wells.  Wh  ol  e 
number  scholars  in  attendance  only  six.  The  te  a  c  h  e  r  tried 
'•hard  but  where  there  is.  so  small  number  of  scholars  the  interest 
is  not  so  great  as  in  a  larger  school.  A  school,  to  be  profita- 
ble should  not  be  too  large  nor  too  small. 

I!  this  district  could  be  united  with  No.  2  or  16  it  would  be 
better  for  the  scholars.  There  is  :i  provision  now  in  the  school 
laws  that  where  scholars  live  a  great  distance  from  school  they 
may  be  carried  and  the  expense  taken  out  of  the  school  money. 

DISTRICT    NO.  18. 

The  summer  and  fall  terms  in  this  district  was  taught  lv\ 
Thomas  A.  Perkins  of  Berwick.    Both  terms  a  m  o  u  n  t  i  n  g  to 
•  about  iifteen  weeks.    The  school  was  small  but  the  teacher  was 
industrious  and  did  good  work  in  the  school. 

DISTRICT    NO.  16. 

There  were  two  terms  in  this  district :  summer  t  e  r  m  o  f  six 
weeks  was  taught  by  Lutheia  J.  Staples  of  No.  Berwick,  who 
gave  good  satisfaction. 
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The  winter  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by  Albert  M.  Mann 
of  Shapleigh.  His  school  made  a  good  appearance  and  he  is  a 
good  teacher. 

DISTRICT    NO.  17. 

Nellie  E.  Hamlim  of  Acton  taught  eight  in  the  summer,  and 
and  five  weeks  in  the  fall.  The  winter  term  is  still  keeping  by 
Lucy  A.  Burke  of  Lyman,  who  taught  in  Dist.  N0..8,  in  t  h  e 
summer  and  fall. 

Miss  Hamlin  has  taught  several  terms  in  this  district  before, 
and  in  other  districts  in  town,  and  always  with  entire  satisfac- 
tion. Miss  Burke  is  giving  excellent  satisfaction  to  all  in  the 
district  that  have  children  to  attend  school. 

I  have  thus  given  a  brief  outline  of  the  condition  and  prog- 
ress of  the  several  schools  during  the  past  year. 

They  have  been  very  successful  with  but  few  exceptions. 

Most  of  the  teachers  have  had  long  ex  pe  Hen  c  e  in  school 
work,  and  have  faithfully  performed  their  duties.  There  h  a  § 
been  a  good  attendance  of  scholars,  and  their  interest  in  their 
studies  have  continued  throughout  the  whole  school. 

In  the  villages  of  Springvale  and  Sanford  coiner,  which  are 
Districts  No.  1  and  2.  there  are  quite  a  number  of  boys  that  do 
not  attend  school  at  all.  who  ought  to  be  compelled  to  attend  at 
least  some  portion  of  the  year. 

We  have  a  statute  law  of  the  State  which  reads  as  follows  :  • 

u Every  boy  in  this  State  between  the  ages  of  'J  and  15  years, 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  school  as  required  in  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act.  unless  excused  by  the  school  officers  of  the 
city,  town  or  plantation  hi  which  he  resides.  On  being  con- 
victed of  such  offense,  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dol- 
lars." 

And  section  ope  referred  to  a  b  o  v  e  requires  that  he  shall  at- 
tend school  twelve  weeks  each  year. 


And  the  13th  section  of  the  school  laws  read  as  follows  : 

••Towns  may  make  such  By-Laws,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws 
of  the  State  concerning  habitual  truants,  and  children  between 
six  and  seventeen  years  of.  age  not  attending  school,  growing 
up  in  ignorance,  as  are  most  conducive  to  their  welfare  and  the 
good  order  of  society  :  and  may  annex  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars." 

Now  would  it  not  be  well  to  have  these  laws  carried  into  ef- 
fect.   This  is  a  matter  for  the  town  to  consider. 

It  seems  to  me  if  habitual  truants,  and  those  boys  that  do 
not  attend  school  at  all  between  the  ages  above  mentioned,  who 
are  growing  up  in  ignorauce.  that  it  would  be  a  blessing  to  such 
for  the  town  to  take  some  action  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and 
compel  such  to  attend  school. 

The  Supervisor  made  a  change  in  the  Geographies  and  Arith- 
metics used  in  the  schools.  Cornell's  Geography  having  been 
used  for  several  years  and  was  getting  a  little  behind  the  times, 
was  exchanged  for  ]\rontieth's  without  any  charge  to  the 
scholars  that  had  an  old  book.  A  new  book  was  given  for  an 
old  one  without  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  old  book.  And 
also  an  even  exchange  was  made  in  Arithmetics,  a  new  one  being 
oiven  for  an  old.  So  the  scholars  in  town  have  received  nearly 
$400.00  worth  in  new  books  for  their  old  ones. 

1  would  call  the  attention  of  the  several  school  districts  to  the 
fact  that  all  the  districts  are  deficient  in  the  matter  of  school 
apparatus — globes,  wall  maps,  charts  and  Arithmetical  blocks 
and  figures.  All  these  necessaries  can  be  furnished  cheaply. and 
no  school  should  be  without  them.  The  blackboards  in  some  of 
the  schools  are  very  much  out  of  repair.  Xo  school  should  be 
without  a  good  b  lackb  o  a  r  d.  and  one  that  is  fit  for  use  at  all 
times.  A  little  attention  to  the  matter  by  the  agent,  all  such 
defects  can  be  easily  remedied.  While  the  school  officers  and 
teachers  are  laboring  to  improve  our  schools,  the  parents  a  n  d 
all  other  good  citizens  should  remember  that  they  have  much  to 
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do  in  the  matter  of  co-operation.  The  parents  especially  in  se 
curing  the  attendance  of  their  children.  If  a  s  c h  o  1  a  r  is  fre 
quently  absent  from  school,  it  deranges  the  order  and  effective 
ness  of  the  school,  besides  being  a  great  loss  to  him  individu 
ally.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  account,  that  we  have  exceeded 
the  amount  raised  for  road  purposes.  After  the  amount  com- 
mitted to  the  several  Surveyors  bad  been  nearly  expended  there 
were  unusually  heavy  showers  which  left  the  roads  in  worse  con- 
dition than  before  working  on  them,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
repair  the  roads  or  pay  costs  of  indictments  and  then  be  ordered 
by  the  court  to  repair  them. 

We  have  thoroughly  repaired  the  upper  bridge  at  Springvale, 
and  new-planked  and  railed  the  two  bridges  on  the  new  road,  so 
called,  between  the  Depot  and  J.  O.  Clark's  house,  and  built 
over  the  two  bridges  at  Sanford  Corner,  and  railed  the  same, 
raising  one  bridge  one  foot.  The  bridges  in  town  are  now  in 
thorough  repair,  except  the  Johnson  bridge,  which  will  need 
some  repairs.  We  venture  to  say  that  the  bridges  in  town  are 
in  a  better  condition  now  then  they  have  been  for  years,  and 
unless  we  have  heavy  rains  to  carry  off  the  bridges  this  Spring, 
the  bridge  account  for  next  year  need  not  be  very  heavy.  We 
have  some  $15-00  worth  of  bridge  planks  on  hand,  for  use  next 
year,  there  is  not  enough  done  on  our  highways,  and  as  there  is 
not  much  to  do  on  the  bridges  next  year  from  present  outlook, 
we  would  recommend  that  the  Selectmen,  lay  out  more  on  the 
roads,  if  agreeable  to  the  town.

DISTRICT  NO.  t 

Three  terms  and  three  schools  each  term,  Primary,  Interme- 
diate and  High  schools. 

Spring  term  10  weeks,  fall  term  9  weeks  and  winter  term 
13  weeks.  The  primary  school  was  taught  by  Maria  H.  Shaw, 
who  gave  general  satisfaction.  The  primary  is  kept  in  a  build- 
ing that  is  wholly  unfit  for  a  school  room,  but  is  the  best  that 
could  be  obtained  in  the  district.  The  spring  term  of  the  in- 
termediate was  taught  by  Lucy  A.  Burke  of  Lyman.  The  fall 
and  winter  term  was  taught  by  Lolie  Davis  of  Buxton.  The 
scholars  in  .the  school  made  excellent  improvement  the  past 
year.  Length  of  schools  during  the  past  year,  82  weeks. — 
The  high  school  in  the  spring  term  was  taught  by  Charles  A. 
Black,  the  same  teacher  that  taught  here  a  year  ago  this  last 
fall  and  winter,  and  his  manner  of  teaching  is  first-class.  The 
fall  and  winter  terms  wore  taught  by  C.  M.  Hutchins.  The 
scholars  under  his  instructions  made  fine  progress,  and  were 
very  much  attached  to  him  as  a  model  teacher,  his  order  was 
good,  first-rate,  and  his  government  easy  and  quiet,  but  firm. 


DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

There  were  three  terms  in  this  district  the  past  year,  spring, 
fall  and  winter,  and  two  schools  each.  The  primary  for  the 
three  terms  was  taught  by  Mamie  L.  Witham,  who  has  taught 
in  this  district  and  other  districts  in  and  out  of  this  town  for  a 
very  large  number  of  years,  and  always  has  been  very  success- 
ful as  a  teacher,  giving  satisfaction  to  scholars'  parents,  and

school  officers.  The  higli  school  in  this  district  or  grammar, 
school  in  the  Springvale  district,  and  fail  terms  was  taught  by 
Ellen  M.  Emery,  who  is  an  old  and  experienced  teacher.  She 
lias  taught  a  great  many  schools  in  this  district,  and  in*  other 
districts  in  town  and  out  of  town,  with  good  success.  The  win- 
ter term  was  taught  hy  W.  P.  Ferguson  of  Shapleigh.  Every- 
thing in  the  school  room  went  along  very  quietly.' and  the  pu- 
pils made  good  progress  in  their  studies,  and  the  interset  held 
out  to  the  last,  there  was  but  a  little  falling  off  in  the  number 
scholars  in  attendance  up  to  the  close,  which  is  -quite  unusual  in 
this  school,  and  from  that  fact  and  "what  I  saw  in  the  school 
just  before  its  final  close,  I  was  satisfied  that  the  scholars  had 
taken  a  deep  interest  in  their  studies.

DISTRICT  ISO.  3> 

The  two  terms  in  this  district  amounting  to  28  weeks,  were 
taught  by  Carrie  B.  Burke  of  Lyman.  Miss  Burke  has  ex- 
perience as  a  teacher,  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  Gorham  formal 
school,  which  has  qualified  her  to  be  an  excellent  teacher.  She 
was  industrious  in  school  as  a  teacher,  and  her  scholars  made, 
rapid  progress.  This  district  has  been  very  fortunate  in  having 
good  teachers  for  some  time,  and  the  scholars  in  their  recitations 
show  it  to  a  good  advantage. 

DISTRICT  NO.  L 

There  have  been  23  weeks  of  school  in  this  district  the  past 
year,  and  there  are.  several  weeks  yet  before  it  closes,  taught  by 
Lillian  A.  Roberts.  The  school  in  this  district  is  quite  small, 
but  Miss  Roberts  is  a  teacher  well,  qualified  and  tries  hard  to 
make  the  scholars  improve,,  but  for  some  reason  they  are  back- 
ward, they  don't  take  that  interest  in  their  studies  that  pupils 
should.  The  fault  is  not  in  the  present  teacher,  for  she  is  very 
thorough.  There  are  a  very  few  scholars  that  are  smart  and  well 
ml  vanced. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

There  have  been  22  weeks  of  school  in  this  district  the  past 
year  taught  by  Lydia  F.  Shaw.  She  also  taught  here  last  year. 
This  school  is  under  good  discipline,  and  the  scholars  interested 
in  their  studies.    The  teacher  gave  good  satisfaction. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

The  summer  term  in  this  district  was  taught  by  Nellie  J. 
Haley,  of  little  over  7  weeks.  The  whole  number  of  scholars 
in  attendance,  21.  Average  attendance,  20,  which  shows  the 
best  attendance  of  any  school  in  town.  The  fall  term  was 
taught  by  Annie  B.  Davis.  Whole  No.  22,  average  nearly  20 
which  shows  that  the  scholars  in  this  district  are  constant  in 
their  attendance.    Both  teachers  gave  good  satisfaction. 


DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

The  summer  and  fall  terms  in  this  district  were  taught  by 
Nellie  Mitchell.  Summer  term,  whole  No.  scholars,  9,  average 
number  in  attendance,  7^  Fall  term,  whole  No.  11,  average 
No.  10,  which  makes  a  good  showing.  Miss  Mitchell  has 
taught  in  this  district  before,  and  gives  good  satisfaction.  She 
is  a  line  scholar,  and  industrious  in  school. 


DISTRICT  NO.  8. 

The  schools  in  this  district  the  past  year  of  24  weeks  was 
taught  by  N.  0.  Littleueld  of  this  town,  which  was  her  first 
attempt  at  teaching,  but  she  had  qualified  herself  well  when 
the  town  maintained  a  free  high  school,  and  she  was  well  pre- 
pared for  a  successful  teacher.  She  kept  a  good  school,  and  her 
scholars  made'good  improvement. 

DISTRICT  NO.  0. 

There  has  been  two  terms  in  tins  district  the  past  year  of  20 
weeks,  taught  by  Carrie  A.  Shaw  of  this  town.  The  average 
|W$J$WJ$  in.fcto  srehool  was  excellent*  almost  ei]ital  to  distviet 
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No.  0.    Miss  Shaw  has  taught  before  in  this  town  and  out  and 

has  become  so  interested  in  teaching  that  she  has  gone  to  the 

Gorham  Normal  school  to  be  better  qualified  as  a  teacher.  She 
gave  good  satisfaction. 


DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

This  school  of  16  weeks  was  taught  by  H.  Anna  Thompson 
of  Acton.  It  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.-  Her  school 
was  few  in  number,  only  9  scholars,  but  she  took  a  good  degree 
of  interest  and  appears  well  in  school  and  gave  good  satisfaction. 


DISTRICT  NO.  11. 

There  have  been  12  weeks  of  school  in  this  district  the  past 
year.  The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  the  district  is  only  8. 
I  believe  it  would  be  better  to  have  this  district  divided  up  and 
set  off  onto  other  districts.  If  then  it  would  be  to  far  for  the 
scholars  to  travel  to  attend  school,  the  law  provides  that  they 
may  be  carried,and  the  expense  taken  out  of  the  school  money. 
I  think  the  school  would  be  benefitted  thereby  and  cheaper  for 
the  town. 


DISTRICT  NO.  13. 

There  have  been  two  terms  of  schools  in  this  district  the  past 
year  of  about  21  weeks  in  the  whole,  taught  by  Adclie  C.  Stev- 
ens of  Wells.  She  is  an  experienced  teacher,  well  qualified, 
and  is  an  excellent  instructor,  and  the  school  did  well  under 
her  instructions.  One  man  in  the  district,  and  only  one  found 
any  fault  with  the  school  that  I  hear  of.  and  he  persisted  to 
break  into  the  school  house,  when  the  school  was  not  in  session, 
staving  the  lock  on  the  house  and  prying  up  the  windows.  I 
was  informed  that  also  some  one  put  powder  in  the  stove,  which 
came  near  injuring  the  scholars.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  Agent 
to  have  prosecuted  criminally  for  such  misdemauor,  but  through 
timidity  he  tailed  to  do  his  whole  duty, 
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DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

The  two  terms  in  this  district  of  19  weeks  was  taught  by 
Luthera  J  Staples.  The  winter  term  closed  a  week  or  two 
sooner  than  it  would  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  the  scholars. 
Miss  Staples  has  taught  before  in  this  district,  and  always 
gives  good  satisfaction.  She  is  a  progressive  teacher,  and  gives 
general  satisfaction. 


DISTRICT  NO.  17. 

There  has  been  27  weeks  of  schooling  in  this  district  the 
past  year  taught  by  Lillian  R.  Perkins  of  this  town.  She 
never  taught  before,  but  she  has  been  a  close  student  herself, 
and  takes  delight  in  teach  in  g,and  will  make  I  should  think,  one 
of  the  best  of  teachers.  If  she  would  attend  the  Normal 
school,  I  think  she  might  excel  as  a  teacher. 


The  several  schools  in  town  the  past  year  have  been  very 
prosperous  indeed.  The  teachers  on  the  whole  with  perhaps 
only  one  exception,have  been  better  qualified,than  any  year  here- 
to-fore in  my  experience  as  a  school  officer.  They  were  not 
only  better  qualified,  but  also  took  a  deep  interest  in  trying  to 
impart  knowledge  to  their  pupils. 

The  teachers  and  scholars  seemed  to  be  in  harmon}7,  with 
each  other.  The  teachers  anxious  to  impart  instruction,  and 
the  scholars  eager  to  receive  it.  This  was  generally  so  with 
some  exceptions  of  course. 

I  have  heard  but  very  little  fault  finding,  as  to  the  scholars 
the  past  year,  have  heard  some  but  less  than  usual.  There  has 
been  but  one  unpleasant  matter  brought  to  my  notice,  and  that 
was  in  district  No.  13,  which  I  have  here-to-fore  mentioned,  and 
that  was  a  disgrace  to  the  one  that  made  the  trouble,  and  such  a 
disgrace  as  I  hope  will  never  occur  in  any  school  in  town  again. 

The  two  districts  at  Springvale  and  Sanford  Corner  are  in- 
creasing every  year  in  number  of  scholars,  so  that  in  a  very 
short  time  each  of  them  must  have  more  school  room.  The 
district  in  Springvale  has  had  three  schools  for  six  or  seven 
years  past,  has  raised  money  to  hire  a  school  room  for  their 
small  scholars,  but  the  room  they  have  hired  is  but  poorly  ad- 
apted for  a  school  room,    In  both  of  these  districts  it  will  bo 
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necessary  very  soon  to  have  at  least  another  good  school  room. 
I  would  have  the  school  rooin  for  children  to  attend  school  eq- 
ually as  good  as  I  would  to  attend  church.  The  number  of 
scholars  in  the  districts  out  of  the  two  villages  are  continually 
on  the  decrease,  and  some  of  them  have  become  so  few  in  num- 
bers that  I  believe  it  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  chil- 
dren and  also  for  the  town  to  have  some  of  them  discontinued, 
and  united  with  other  districts.  Some  may  raise  the  objection 
that  it  would  be  too  far  for  the  children  to  travel.  The  legisla- 
ture passed  a  law  within  two  or  three  years  that  such  children 
could  be  carried  to  school  and  the  expense  paid  for  out  of  the 
school  money.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  town  to  give  to  each  pupil 
in  our  schools  the  best  education  possible  under  the  circumstan- 
ces, now  if  that  can  be  better  accomplished  and  as  cheap  and 
cheaper,  by  having  a  less  number  of  districts,  and  paying  out 
of  the  school  money  for  conveying  the  scholars  that  are  remote 
from  the  school  house,  and  thereby  giving  the  pupil  a  better 
education,  certainly  it  must  be  better  for  the  town. 

If  the  district  is  large  enough  to  have  four  grades,  say  the 
primary,  intermediate,  grammar  and  high  school,  then  the  sev- 
eral teachers  can  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  classes  so  that 
they  could  give  greater  attention  to  each  class,  and  make  the 
schools  less  expensive  aad  more  efficient:  There  is  a  large  num- 
ber of  boys  and,  girls  in  the  two  villages,  say  from  14  to  18 
that  do  not  attend  school  at  all  on  account  of  their  having  to 
labor  in  the  mills  and  shops. 

That  class  need  a  better  education  than  they  now  have,  I  would 
now  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the  voters  in  town  and  for 
them  to  think  of  the  matter,  whether  something  might  not  be 
done  for  that  class  of  scholars,  by  way  of  an  evening  school  in 
fall  and  winter  for  the  benefit  of  that  class  of  scholars. 

Let  every  one  encourage  by  act  and  word  our  schools  for  each 
one  can  do  something  towards  the  improvement  therein.  Schools 
will  not  run  of  themselves,  or  take  care  of  themselves,  any 
morc  than  any  other  business,  Committies,  Supervisors,  Citizens, 
all  have  duties  to  perform  in  making  our  schools-  what  they 
should  be,  but  where  there  is  a  lack  of  interest,  then  our  schools 
must  suffer.
